What did all activities, clubs, and organizations have in common? They all needed 
money. So how did they get this money? M&M’s, doughnuts, twizzlers, pizza kits, and 
citrus fruit became well-known for their association with that activity synonymous with 
club membership-fundraising. 

Thus was the pursuit as Various groups sought to generate enough money to keep their 
activities afloat. While clubs often had dues that the members paid, at times, the costs 
exceeded this sum, and fundraising became the only viable alternative. 

So where did the money go) Often, clubs used it to finance field trips, special 
excursions, tournaments, and competitions as well as to cover costs on materials used by 
the club. Individuals sold wrapping paper, stationary, and food to earn enough money to 
cover the cost of a trip. The hard-earned money was also used to pay for materials used 
by the group, such as the buying and reparations of uniforms. 

An activity’s fundraising efforts usually lasted all year, but, if the group was lucky, 
could continue for only a few short weeks. Different clubs had different monetary goals, 
and, therefore, the methods of gathering money were vast and Varied. The process ranged 
from selling candy, pizzas, and doughnuts to setting up special arrangements with local 
fast food chains. 

Some fundraising activities even continued through the summer. The Show Choir 
conducted a car wash at the Oyster Point Exron as a way of generating funds. Luis 
Carvajal explained, “We buy music for our performances from companies, and fundraising 
helps cover these costs.” 

Eric Bowlin commented, “Fundraising is an absolute necessity for marching band with 
uniform fees, band camp fees, and a spring trip to pay for every year. We'd be lost 
without our fruit sale.” 

Whatever kind of activities a club did, fundraising was essential to a club’s financial 
well-being. Model UN Sponsor, Ms. Barbara Poplin, remarked, “Fundraising is necessary 
to pay for all of the activities that a club has planned. | appreciate the hard work of the 
students who participate; it’s good to see the students involved in the fundraising

Unlike any 
other project, the senior project was not specific on which topic 
of research a senior needed to study. For the first time, a 
student had the chance to intensely research any area that 
interested him or her. 

Holly Proctor commented, “I don’t play a spring sport, so] 
decided to learn how to play tennis to get some exercise too.” 

This year’s senior project was extended broadly from last 
year’s project by expanding the requirement to all seniors, not 
only AP English and AP Government students.

Mrs. Barbara Poplin, Ms. Marsha Bevacqua, and Mr. Mike Livesay 
led the team of diplomats to Washington, D.C. for the 35th year of 
the NAIMUN conference.

A sitcom’s content primarily included family 
members or a group of friends or co-workers strug- 
gling from week to week with problems that could be 
solved in a half hour. The dilemmas were often seen 
in a comical light by the viewer, for sitcoms were 
meant to create laughter, and entertained millions of 
people across the country, including students. 

Sitcoms provided needed comic relief, especially 
after a day at school or an evening at work. “My 
favorite sitcom is Martin because he’s a crazy guy.” 
Students loved to tune into their favorite shows, such
